Frighten Developers,

The European war is blamed for 
the lowering in the building pro­ 
gram ol Arlington Heights for the 
first six months of the present year. 
One third less homes were erected 
during 1940 in comparison with the 
similar period 
a year ago. 
. “The drop in speculative build­ 
ing on the part of developers ex­ 
plains the drop,*’ states Paul Taege, 
building commissioner.” Thirty new 
homes were erected in the first 
half of 1939 and only twenty homes 
during the first half of 1940. 
“I here is a bright side of the 
picture,” explains Mr. Taege. “The 
homes now being erected are be­ 
ing built to order. 
Home owners 
who can make more than the min­ 
imum down payment, are the ones 
who are showing the initiative and 
seek out developers to erect homes 
for them. 
J. P. and J. W. O’Con­ 
nor are building a number of these 
homes.” 
At the present time there are 
ten new’ homes in process of con­ 
struction 
in 
Arlington 
Heights. 
Practically every one of them was 
sold prior to the start of construc­ 
tion. 
The majority of the new homes 
are for families *af moderate means. 
Many of them are being erected on 
vacant lots in the older sections of 
the town. No money is wasted on 
basements and the completed build­ 
ings are designed for small fam­ 
ilies, in the medium income bracket, 
representing the average American 
family.

The Public Service Co. has now’ 
entered the picture with an electric 
power bill that is $20 less than the 
similar period of a year ago. Powrer 
consumption for June, 1940, totals 
$520, compared to $540 a year ago. 
Power bds for April, 1940, is $522 
and for May, $514. 
If the village water department 
had to pump the 250,000 gallon wa­ 
ter tower full forty times in order 
to supply the ten million gallons 
that are charged against the park 
district, where did the power come 
from to pump that excessive w’ater. 
At least the village does not have 
a big power bill on account of the 
mystery. 
The Herald now understands that 
the park board has never officially 
requested free water for the pool. 
Suggestions of reduced water rates 
have only been informally made by 
individuals of the park board.

John Henry Wente 


John Henry Wente was born at 
Palatine August 9, 1877. He was 
baptized in infancy at the Plum 
Grove church. At the age of four­ 
teen he was confirmed at the Plum 
Grove church.

Value of Quick Freezing on the Farm 
Demonstrated at World’s Fair Exhibit 


F 
RESH 
asparagus, 
corn 
and

This is no day dream—not with 
the new’ quick-freezing and storage

The preparation of fruits and 
vegetables for freezing is simplicity 
itself. Take asparagus—first it is 
sorted and the stalks cut to size 
.to fit in the boxes. It is then 


washed, blanched in boiling water 
for 3 minutes, put into cold water, 
drained and put into boxes ready 
for freezing. In the case of straw­ 
berries, they are washed, hulled, 
sorted and if being packed w’hoie, 
are put in boxes and syrup poured 
over them. They are then ready 
for the freezing compartment. 
A fraction of the time it takes 
for canning—and such little work! 
In freezing moats, the pieces are 
wrapped in moisture-vapor-proof 
paper and then frozen. Chickens, 
ducks and other fowl are cleaned, 
wrapped and placed in the freezing 
compartment. 
Experiments show that fruits and 
vegetables may be kept for one 
year, meats and poultry from nine 
months to a year, and pork about 
nine months.

erty is sold and delivered to a 
purchaser under a contract, reserv­ 
ing title in the seller until pay­ 
ment is made.” 
The purpose of 
such a contract is to gi\*e the buy­ 
er the use of the property before 
it is paid for, at the same time 
protecting the seller until the con­ 
dition ( Payment of the purchase 
price plus interest) is fulfilled. The 
following points should be borne 
in mind when entering a condition­ 
al sales contract: 
1. The total cost o f the equip­ 
ment will be more than the cash 
purchase price because of interest 
and service charges. 
The buyer 
should know, before signing the 
contract, what the interest rate 
anti other charges will be. 
2. Payments are ordinarily in in­ 
stallments. 
Failure to pay an in­ 
stallment when due is grounds for 
terminating the contract, in which 
case the property is returned to 
i the seller and all payments made 
to the seller are retained by him. 
The buyer should know what the 
contract states on this point. 
3. The use of conditional sale 
contracts and the installment m eth­ 
od is likely to encourage unwise 
expenditures, because it is tem pt­ 
ing to make a purchase when only 
a small amount of cash is required. 
A farmer should know from his 
farm records and past and prob­ 
able income how much he can af­ 
ford to take out of his earnings to 
meet the conditions of such a con­ 
tract. 
He should also know how 
soon and how urgently he needs 
the property being purchased. 
There is no provision for record­ 
ing conditional sales agreements 
in Illinois. 
Therefore a buyer un­ 
der such a contract, having the 
property in his possession, appears 
to he the owner. 
In the past II- 
lintSis courts have been inclined to 
protect persons who, without notice, 
purchase such property or accept it 
as security. 
However, owing to 
the widespread use of conditional 
sales contracts, particularly in the 
sale of trucks 
and automobiles, 
and also because of the construc­ 
tion put by the courts on provi­ 
sions of the Uniform Sales Act. it 
is 
good business for one buying 
property from persons other than 
an authorized dealer to make cer­ 
tain it has been paid for. 
Regardless of what property in­ 
terest the purchaser under a con­ 
ditional sales contract is able to 
pass on to persons buying from 
him, it is a breach of his con­ 
tract with his seller to dispose of 
the property without the consent of 
the seller. 
There are exceptions 
to this, as in the case of a con­ 
ditional sale of goods for resale.

Market To 
Standardize 
Produce 


The department of agriculture, 
in co-operation with the market 
master of the Randolph street mar­ 
ket, called a m eeting during the last 
week of the officers of various or­ 
ganizations interested in that mar­ 
ket to discus* the standardization 
of containers and produce sold on 
this market. The law was passed 
in 1923 and amended in 1935, and 
this is the first time that any effort 
has been made by the authorities to 
enforce it. 
The law’ requires that the pro­ 
ducer shall stamp or label on the 
outside of the container of his veg­ 
etables, in letters not less than one- 
half inch high, the following: 
(1) His name and address. 
(2) The true name of the variety 
of the vegetable. 
(3) The grade of the vegetable, 
according to the standards estab­ 
lished by the department of agri­ 
culture. 
(4) The minimum size or the 
numerical count or the net weight 
of the contents of the package. 
The representatives 
of the de­ 
partment of agriculture advised 
that if the producer 
stated 
the 
grade of his vegetable he was re­ 
sponsible for its correctness, but

Possibilities of greatly reducing

The upper, outside edge of each sec­ 
tion has a series of small holes in 
the w ire to permit the flies to reach 
the outer screen. The flies are thus 
trapped between the inner screens 
set at angles and the screens which 
cover the outside of the trap. 
Since it is the habit of flies to 
I crawl upward a n d not 
downward, 
! all the flies crawl up through the 
I holes in the screens to the enclos­ 
ure, where they remain until they 
die or are removed.

Small grain yields have held up 
or improved, but varying drought 
has lowered state condition of late 
crops somewhat from the favorable 
July I prospect according to the 
weekly crop review of the Illinois 
and Federal departments of agri­ 
culture. W eather during the week 
varied from moderate or cool to hot 
at the close. Rainfall varied unev­ 
enly from light to good showers 
scattered over the southern half of 
the -tate to light or none in the 
north. 
Condition 
of crops was 
maintained in areas 
favored 
by i 
rains, hut rainfall was not sufficient 
to maintain the condition of late 
crops for the state as a W’hole. 
While late crops have held up re­ 
markably well considering the de­ 
ficient subsoil moisture situation, 
corn and other late 
crops have 
reached a stage of growth where 
a good general rain will be needed 
soon to prevent rather serious im­ 
pairment, especially in much of 
the western half of the state. 
Corn is about a week later than 
average and about ten days behind 
the favorable corn crops of the past 
three years. A good soaking rain 
is needed to advance corn growth 
generally as the earlier fields are 
beginning to tassel on shorter than 
usual stands. The uneven and rath­ 
er backward growth this season is 
due to rather cool conditions for 
corn through June and too dry for 
good growth in much of the state 
since. Delay in finishing the late 
end of planting together w ith more 
than usual replanting this year are
